Loans Up to $1500 
At 5 'Jo Interest - 

Trade Minister C. D. Howe an¬ 
nounced last week that, effective 
Nov. 15, prairie farmers will be 
able to borrow a maximum of 
$1,500 each under government- 
guaranteed bank loans with farm- 
held grain as security. The loans 
will be made at an interest rate of 
five per cent. 

Loans will be correspondingly 
lower than the $1,500 maximum if 
the value of the grain the fanner 
may become entitled to deliver in 
tlie current crop year is less than 
$3,000 or if the farmer has already 
delivered some grain to the WIKa) 
Board against his 1955-56 delivery 
quota. 

A farmer receiving a loan under 
this plan must apply at least one- 
half the proceeds of each of his 
grain deliveries to the Wheat 
Board against repayment of the 
loan. *

Several fanners in the east country have posted 
their farms with signs which read '‘Hunters Welcome 
with Permission." Their’s has been a unique experi¬ 
ence, and a happy one by all reports. One chap, a 
hunter, but not shooting at the time, saw silfch a sign, 
stopped his car and called in to the farm house. He 
just wanted to express his appreciation and shake that 
farmer’s hand. Later, a hunter, being faced with the 
prevalent "No Shooting" signs most of the morning, 
spotted this unusual notice and called on the farmer 
who advised him where he might find game in the 
fields. Needless to say, this sportsman stepped on 
no swath and later was heard to remark “I was so 
pleased that I even picked up my used shells and when 
I opened a bottle of pop, carefully placed the top in 
my pocket.” It’s a new approach and may provide the 
answer of courtesy on the part of the hunter and the 
realization that he is, by hunting another’s land, ac¬ 
cepting their hospitality and is indebted to them for 
their courtesy in allowing the use of that land. 

Today there are many more guns than a few 
years ago; there is more leisure; there is more money; 
for shells and transportation, and those resident in 
this part of Canada are drawn to the wide sweep of 
country acres. The novice hunter, after acquiring the 
necessary weapon, ammunition and license sallies 
forth in the belief that his permit covers all fields and 
contingencies. If he spots birds in a brush he piles out 
and starts shooting, completely disregarding the fact 
that the brush surrounds a farm home: or that kid¬ 
dies may be playing nearby; or that these particular 
birds were household pets, fed through the winter 
and a pleasure to the farm family. If the land is 
posted, he’ll figure his chances of a quick shot and 
get-away, and in that shooting pepper the farm build¬ 
ings, endanger the life of all nearby. 

This type of hunter is in the minority, but he is 
here. On him and his kind rests the responsibility 
of closed lands, for he is no respector of the rights 
of others and as a result closes doors to all who love 
the outdoors and an afternoon of hunting. The aver¬ 
age farmer has no quarrel with the men who arc 
careful and considerate of the privilege of using his 
land. But subject to insult and indignities, naturally 
they have posted their land. a 

It may be that instead of the blunt ‘No Shooting.’ 
frequently ignored by the car hunters, permission 
hunting would appeal to the decency and responsibility 
of those who abuse the farmers’ rights. It might bring 
back the feeling of friendliness and hospitality that 
once was enjoyed throughout this district. Should 
dantage be done, the farmer would know the respons¬ 
ible party and take proper action to recover.

DUMPING OF WEED SEEDS PROHIBITED 

It has been recently brought to our attention that 
some farmers in Vulcan County have been dumping 
weed seeds on road allowances. We would like to make 
it clear that this practice is strictly prohibited accord¬ 
ing to Section 32 of the Noxious Weeds Act, which 
states that “No person shall deposit or permit to be 
deposited any. weeds or weed seeds on any roads, road 
allowances, highways, streets or lanes, or any streams 
or lakes or bodies of water.” Also in Sec. 33 it states 
that “Every person operating or having control or 
management of any machinery or vehicle shall remove 
therefrom any noxious weed seeds therein or thereon 
before the machinery or vehicle is brought upon any 
public highway, street or lane.” ,
